North1 London Asylum \isfted by a 


Fierce Blaze 


Building Was Difficult of Access and Fire Made 


Oreat^Headway Before the Firemen Arrived on 


the Scene-Fire Now Under Control. 


OLD MAIDS 


And .Bachelors Will be Taxed if This 


Proposed Kansas Bill Be- 


comes a Law. 


London, Jan. 27.—One of the most 


sensational fires London has seen in 
years, partially 
destroyed the state 


asylum at Colney Hatch, North Lon- 


don, 
thia morning. It is known that 


fifty-one persons lost their lives in the 
flames. 


The fire started at 5:30 this morn- 


ing in the Jewish wing, which has 
six hundred inmates and owing to the 
difficulty of access to the building the 
blaze had a firm hold hefore the fire- 
men arrived on ithe scene. The asyhim 
is. built on an eminence and the ap- 
proaches are l>y steep gradents. Up 
these the fire fighters made their way 
and when they reached it a state of 
pandemonium reigned there. 
The 


lunatics had all been asleep and when 
awakened -tore arway from the attend' 
ants, raced up and down the 
corri- 


dors in a dazed way trying to escape. 
A number got out of the building and 


search for bodies. 


London is thrilled with horror at 


the disaster. New details are piling ui 
the agony. It seems that nothing was 
provided for 
such 
an emergency 


There were no fire escapes to 
the 


building, especially no water avail- 
able, which made the asylum a hope- 
less death trap. The work of rescue 
was heroic, but failed because of lack 
of system and appliances. In addition 
to this, the asylum was surrounded 
by a high wall, thusexcluding all pos- 
sible voluntary assistnce to the staff 
in their work of quieting and getting 
the 
frenzied inmates to places of 


safety.

main buildings as the fire had gained 
such headway when they got to work, 
•it was a hopeless task to try and save 
the wing where the flames originated. 


Other engines arrived, and by eight 


o'clock the fire was under control. It 
was at first thought that all the luna- 
tics had been either taken out by the 
attendants or had escaped, but after 
the flames were under control, several 
bodies were found in the ruins. Fire- 
men are searching the ruins for more 


* bodies this afternoon. 


The bodies taken, out were disfigured 


beyond recognition. 
All that have so 


far been recovered are women. Agon- 
ized relatives of missing patients are 
now at the scene and are helping the 


was a flimsy affair of corrugated iron 
and wood. 
It was built for tempor- 


ary use five years ago, but has since 
been permanently occupied. The wood 
which was of pitch pine burned like 
paper, heating the iron red hot. A 
majority of the "windows were barred 
with iron, preventing escape. Feeble 
women were seen struggling fiercely 
to break *hese ars, and at least being 
forced to fall back and perish in the 
flames. 


It was nearly noon today when tha 


work of recovering the bodies were 
complete. The remains of 51 persons 


were found. 
There were 2,600 in- 


mates in fh& entire institution, but 
only 50 occupied the burned section. 
These were mostly old women, hav- 
ing harmless vagaries, 
and not re- 


quiring isolated confinement. A ma- 
jority of the victims were suffocated. 
A rigid .investigation .into the fire and 
the condition of affairs at the asyTum 
will be made.

mental work at the vmH<"?s telegraph 
station in Wellfleet, Mass., early the 
other forenoon and left for New York 
on Hie afternoon train, suys the New 
York World. 


For the first time that day Marconi 


consented to take the IIPW hpaper corre- 
spondents into the opiating loom aud 
explain tue process by ^ Inch the Hert- 
zian waves are started on their way 
through the ether. The room is about 
thirty feet square. Near tbe door is a 
raided platform upon \\ liich the opera- 
tor stands while sending. The key is 
'on a shelf, and on the wall there is a 
switch which turns on or bhuts off the 
power from the dynamo. 


First sendings by the wireless meth- 


od were done by means of a wooden- 
'lever which operated pump handle 
lashion. The new key devised by Mar- 
'coni, while several tunes larger than 
the regula'tion telegraph key, is like it 
in many respects. It is about twelve 
niches in length, made of brass, has a 
gutta percha button and lias platinum 
'contact points. The play between the 
contacts was about nn inch. This, of 
course, can be regulated, but a consid- 
'erable play is necessary to prevent 


j sticking. 


The greater part of the operating 


.room floor space is occupied by con- 
jdensers. They are about waist high 
and form a square in the room. Cross- 
,ing them from corner to corner are two 
pieces of sheet zinc about a foot wide 
raid ten or twelve feet long. At the left 
end of the room from the entrance are 
the electrodes, with three square oil 
'tanks for cooling purposes and two sil- 
very globes about the size of a croquet 


' I tiere is a space of about four inches 
between these globes, and it is the 
'crossing of the electricity over this air 
'bridge from one electrode to the other 
that gives the "spark" and the loud re- 
ports when the operator is busy with 
the key. One of the electrodes, he said, 
,was connected with the aerial wires 
and tbe other with the ground. When 
,thc electricity was switched into the 
'condensers, it gathered force, passed 
to the outer wires and down to an 
'electrode. 


i The opening and closing of the key 
•caused the wires to charge and dis- 
'ebargo and the jumping of the current 
.across the air space from one electrode 
ito the other gave the pulsations which 
ithe ether took up and carried to the 
.other side of the Atlantic. 
. Assistant Kemp turned the current 
,ou at word from Marconi, and the 
'quick opening and closing of the key 
was responded to by a spark between 
[the electrodes almost blinding in vivid 
,acss. The reports were like the crac- 
kle beard when lightning- strikes at no 
(great distance. The letter "P" or the 
'numeral "C" in American Morse sug 
igested machine gun fire. Dashes were 
!a kind of "zip," a running together of 
(dots. 
'• Before taking hold of the key Mar 
•'coni stuffed his ears with cotton to 


i deaden the sound and told the visitors 
[that eventually operators would have 
Ja sound proof booth to work in. 
| The receiving instruments are in the 
[same room. The ether waves when 
;they arrive from Glace Bay or Poldhu 
]are rather feeble, but Marconi's mag 
•netic detector rejuvenates the tired vi 
jbrations and gives them through a 
(telephone receiver or on a recording 
•tape in clean cut dots and dashes. 


* Speaking of his latest and greatesl 
{project, which is nothing less than the 
(establishment at some central point in 
'the United States of a wireless station 
jfrom which the news now sent over 
'wires may be sent direct and simulta 
jneously to every newspaper equippet 
iwith Marconi receiving apparatus, Mr 
JMarconi recently said to a New York 
[Evening Journal reporter: 
I "I consider this the greatest appara 
•tus I have yet contemplated. If it is 
teamed out as at present planned then 
I will be a central station at, say, St 
, Louis, or some other centrally situated 
[city. To this point the foreign news 
(gathered at many points and coucen- 
jtrated ar*London will be sent, and the 
(news of various localities on land gatb- 
jered as at present except that tbe 
Jwireless stations will be used. The dis- 
Jtribution to all the scattered points of 
Jthc compass where daily newspapers 
'are published will be done simultane- 
lonsly. Every paper will receive its 
news at the same instant." 


Another idea of Marconi's is that of 


equipping homes, and at fixed prear- 
ranged hours Hie news could be reeled 
off for the- delectation of subscribers. It 
would be the wireless ticker, doing 
away with all mechanical or living ac- 
cessories whatever, except the equip- 
ment in the central station and the re- 
ceivers. Yet this is »o wild dreara. it 
nppears.

Bugler Dunn, Who Received a Silver 


Bngle From Queen Victoria. 


With General Buller on his perilous 


march to Lady-smith during the Boer 
war was Bugler Dunn, a lad of fifteen 
years, of Manx birth and parentage. 
His father, a soldier in tie British ar- 
rny, had received two bars for bravery 
in two engagements. The son's ambi- 
tion was realized when he was accept- 
ed as bugler in the First Royal Dublin 
fusileers. 


When Buller reached the Tugela for 


the first time, Bugler Dunn's regiment 
was part of the advance guard of his 
great army. The intrepid Boers were 
strongly intrenched on the opposite 
side of the river waiting the advance of 
their formidable foe. When the Eng- 
lish general ordered the attack, the 
young bugler ran ahead of the first offi- 
cer of his regiment, crossed the river

before the rest and, running up the op- 
posite bank, put the bugle to his lips 
to sound the advance. Just then the 
Boers fired their first volley of shot and 
shell into the face of the enemy. The 
young bugler was hit in the right hand 
by a bullet the bugle fell to the ground, 
but quick as thought he caught it up 
with his left and sounded the advance. 
His regiment, encouraged by such her- 
oism, cheered lustilj and rushed on, 
only to meet defeat. 


After the smoke of the battle had 


cleared away Bugler Dunn was sent to 
the rear with his hand bandaged and 
later was sent back to England on the 
first boat and placed in the British hos- 
pital at Netley. There he was Visited 
by Princess Christian and Princess 
Henry of Battenberg. 


When the story was told to Queen 


Victoria, she requested that the boy 
be brought to Osbonie House. The no- 
ble queen gave him a motherly wel- 
come, presented him with a silver 
trumpet and expressed a wish that he 
might have a successful military ca- 
reer. Bugler Dunn of Tugela river 
fame thus became the youthful hero 
of England. 


In 3890 he visited bis native island. 


He then bad £300 in the bank, the ac- 
cumulated gifts of his admirers. A 
wealthy Brighton lady promised to 
give him a present each year on his 
birthday and bas kept her promise. 
One of the gifts bestowed is a fine 
goat This goat has become a great 
pet with lue drummer boys in the reg- 
iment to which its young master be- 
longs. Opportunity came to this Manx 
boy to make himself a hero, and he 
embraced it. Opportunities of a dif- 
ferent kind present themselves to each 
individual today to make himself a 
hero in honesty, benevolence and man- 
ly virtue.—American Boy.

A YOUNG ELECTRICIAN. 


An Indiana Lad of Twelve Year* Wno 


Has Constructed an Aotomo1»il«. 
Ralph Teeter, the twelve-year-old son 


of John H. Teeter of Hagerstown, Ind., 
says the Chicago Inter Ocean, if- said 
to be the youngest successful electri- 
cian in the world. At the age of seven 
ha constructed small devices in which 
electricity was applied, and by the 
time he was nine he had a quantity of 
magnets, buttons, switches, etc. 


He astonishes all who hear him talk 


about electricity. Some 
electricians 


who were on a recent trip of inspec- 
tion on an electric car were amazed at 
hearing him explain the principles of 
the trolley car system. So interested 
did the party become that question 
after question was asked the boy, who 
did not fail in any instance to give the 
correct answer. 


It is not in the theory alone of the 


subject that Ralph is proficient. He 
is able to apply his knowledge in doz- 
ens of different ways. 
His father 


nas had built for him a workshop 12 
by 14 feet. In it is a,three horsepower 
gasoline engine, which is operated and 
cared for by Ralph personally. 


There is a power lathe in which 


wood or iron" can be treated, a work 
bench of regulation size and an outfit 
of tools. The shop is equipped with 
any number of electrical devices.' 


The subject of electric lighting just 


now engages Ralph's attention, and he 
has begun the construction of a light- 
ing plant to be installed in his father's 
house. It will be constructed by Ralph 
alone at odd times. The engine in the 
shop will be used to furnish the pow- 
er. This engine has been remodeled by 
the boy. 


Last summer Ralph made for him- 


self an automobile. True, he did not 
make the engine entirely. He found 
an old gasoline engine in the scrap 
heap at his father's machine shop, 
took it up to his workshop and suc- 
ceeded in making a first class machine 
out of it. He fitted it with new elec- 
trical batteries and provided a feed 
through which the engine sucks in the 
gas to be exploded in the cylinder. 


When the working of the engine was 


assured, Ralph started in on the ve- 
hicle proper. He shaped steel axles 
in his own lathe, a steel steering 
device was also turned out from his 
own shop and the wheels were dressed 
and fitted by him. 
The vehicle is 


similar to the" runabouts commonly 
seen on city streets, and every part of 
it was made by his own hands. 


Many expert mechanics have inspect- 


ed this machine and have pronounced 
it a wonderful production for a boy 
and a creditable one for'a mechanic of 
any age. It is the intention to exhibit 
the automobile at the St Louis world's 
fair as the production of the youhgesl 
automobile builder in the world. 


Ralph is a pupil in the schools of bis 


home town. His record as a student 
is not especially brilliant- It is only 
in mechanics and electricity that he 
is in advance of other boys of his age.

Results in a Decision to Put a Ticket 


in Field Feb. 9 


Paper to be Published During Campaign in Interest 


of the Movement-'FuH Report of flonday Night's 


Meeting-78 flen Present.

The mass meeting of laboring men 


called for Monday night, assembled in 


convention 
room of the 
court 


house »t 8 o'clock, and when Chair- 
man W. T. Curry of the iron molders' 
local rapped for order there were 78 
people present. 


Tihomas H. Quinney of the Glass Bot- 


tle Blowers' Union, acted as secretary. 


Chairman Curry stated that the ob- 


ject of the •meeting was to ratify the 
action of the meeting two weeks ago, 
when it was decided at a mass meet 
iug to put a full municipal ticket. in 
the field. 


The Secretary read the minutes of 


the preceding meeting which were ap 
proved. 


It soon developed that there was 


strong opposition to the movement 
anil tiis took "shape in the first motior 
made by Thomas J. Hughes of the Ma 
chinery Molders, to reconsider the ac ' 
tton taken two weeks ago. It was sec 
onded and remarks were called for to: 
fche chair. 


No one responded and it was appar 


ent that if a vote was 'taken at that 
time the motion to reconsider would 
carry- These jn favor of this, werf 
quick to take advantage of the situa-' 
tion, and called for the question. 


Instead of putting the question, how- 


ever, Chairman Curry .made an appea' 
to the meeting, saying that the motior 
was made for the purpose of killin; 
the movement, and that any brothe- 
who did not wish to see this accom- 
plished! should get up and speal- 
against .*it 


Martin. Goss was the first speaker^ 


He-is a member of the Iccil Iro: 
Molders, and a radical socialist. Be' 
said that this .movement was a bubbk 
•that would soon burst. There was nc 
need of killing it, as it would Mil it 
self. He did not see the use of putting 
a third ticket in the field, as (tiher 
was already a third party, the Social- 
ists. w.hich should receive the united 
support of all union men. He then 
launched forta .in a long harangue or 
socialism, its growth, Jiistory, achieve 
ments and platform. 


E. M. Curry, of the Iron Molders 


said- that this movemient might be only 
a bubble, but so was socialism at one 
time, as well as Other politicad move 
ments during the history of this coun- 
try. 


Frank Lippincott of the Theatrical 


Stage Employes, was the next speak- 
er. On the blackboard in the front 
of the room had been written "Labor 
Omnia Vincit." and beneath this maJ- 
im was written "United we stand, di- 
vided we fall." 


Mr. Lippincott said: "I could not 


help noticing that sign on the black- 
board. 'United we stand, divided we 
fall.' 
W'e are divided on this ques- 


tion and we TV ill surely fall, and fall 
hard. I will venture to say that one- 
half the locals in this town have tak- 
en: action against this movement TO 
enter politics. I was in Chicago, a 
member of a local there, when a labor 
ticket was put -in -the field. It was not 
only defeated, and badly, but it broke 
up more than (half the unions in tnat 
city." 


Joe Shaw, cigar maker, said that Ms 


union wai> in favor of the movemen', 
and if it fell, it could not fall far. as 
the condition of the workmgmen was 
as low, now as possible. But he di 
not tMink it would faM through, and at 
leas* tiicy rr.nld die game, 


Fred Vanlrim. a molder. said: "If

forgot the other, 'Labor Omnia Vincit, 
'Labor Conquers All.' This is a tnue 
saying. I was opposed to this third 
ticket until two weeks ago, and at 
that time when a majority voted in 
favor of it, and1 those wiho voted 
against the proposition moved to make 
the action 
unanimous, I was 
with, 


them and am now 'heartily in favor of 
it. I know that I may be jeopardizing 
my interests in other directions, but 
for these I do not care a cent. If you 
stand on the corner of the street, 
or talk with the business men of tie 
town, you will find that the concensus 
of opinion is in favor of the nominat- 
ing of this ticket, and most of them 
will support it. We don't expect the 
support of .the two old>- parties, but 
their 'bitter enmity.

CURE FOR HAY FEVER, 


American Scientist at Hamburg DI»- 


coiers a New Treatment. 


An important discovery in medical 


science has been, made by Professor 
William Dnubar, a native of St. Paul, 
Minu., now at the head of the famous 
•Hygienic institute at Hamburg, says a 
Berlin special cable to the New York 
Times, and it is expected that it will 
cause something of a sensation in sci- 
entific circles in America. His discov- 
ery is nothing less than a cure for hay 
fever. 
^Professor Dunbar says that the dis- 
ease is caused by the pollens of gram- 
ineao (grasses). Rye pollens, for exam- 
ple, 
contain a substance which dis- 


solves in tbe blood and acts on hay 
fever patients as a specific violent poi- 
son. 
Dr. Dunbar's cure is a toxinc 


made of serum taken from rabbits. It 
is obtained by iunoeulating these ani- 
mals with poison extracted from pol- 
lens of various kinds of grasses. The 
method, of using the cure is a simple 
one. The patient remains indoors from 
six to eight weeks, with closed win- 
dows, during which time be is treated 
with the serum. 


Professor Dunbar, who is himself a 


hay fever victim, made his discovery 
while traveling from Hamburg to Ber- 
lin on a railway train with open win- 
dows. Passing through a ryefield, he 
was attacked by tbe disease, but -when 
he closed the windows tbe irritation at 
once decreased. 
Following up this 


chance discovery further, he found that 
by keeping his windows closed bis sick- 
ness gradually disappeared. Professor 
Dunbar now says that the bay fever 
bacillus does not multiply in the body 
of the patient. The serum also has no 
effect on a healthy body, but only on 
those who are afflicted with hay fever. 


Professor Dunbar is one of the most 


noted biologists of Germany. He went 
to Germany from St Paul as a boy. 
He attended the gymnasium and later 
several German universities. 
When 


the Hygienic institute was opened in 
Hamburg, Dunbar was appointed di- 
rector of it. He distinguished hirnselt 
at the time of the last cholera epideBi- 
ic.

Miss Helen Gould delivered an ad- 


dress recently at a meeting of the Na- 
tional 
Woman's auxiliary 
of the 


Young Men's Christian association, 
which was held at the house of Gen- 
eral John W. Foster in Washington, 
says the correspondent of the Philadel- 
phia Public Ledger and Times, Miss 
Gould said that every army post and 
uavy station should have an auxiliary 
branch, \vith a secretary to carry oil 
the work.

This 
tree's roots spread to such an cslent 
ihat should there be any trees or shrubs 
planted within thirty feet of them in "a 
few years the roots of the willow will 
be found intermingled -with them. rrnit 
trees, such as apples, pears and plums, 
have very small roots in comparison 
with their size. The roots of currant 
bushes do not ofcnpy more than a <jusr- 
1<r the space their branches ocrcr.

Two 
days before he had started out alone 
to inspect some traps and had not re 
turned.

The search was re 
sumed nest day, and along in the aft- 
ernoon we found him. He had fallen 
over a cliff and landed on a shelf about 
forty feet below. His fall had been

that part of the community which 
takes interest to exploits of that kind, 
says Holland, the New York- corre- 
spondent of the Philadelphia Press. 


One piece of testimony, however, 


went upon the records which is the 
sole bit of information at this hearing 
regarded in New York as of auy inter- 
est All the rest was ancient history. 
And it has been said since the testi- 
mony of Mr. Morgan and his partners 
and that of Mr. Belmont was given 
that if John W. Gates does not speak 
up, disclose his whereabouts and ask 
either to be heard under oath or else 
by some public communication author- 
itatively published by himself make 
answer to the statements made to the 
commission by Mr. Morgan and his 
partners, then it would be regarded as 
having been accepted by Mr.'Gates as 
a truthful characterization that he was 
unfit to control that property. It would 
appear that he would accept the inti- 
mation that he Is a dangerous element 
in the railway world. 


Now there comes information that 


those who know Mr. Gates well were 
not in error when they predicted that 
he would demand a hearing, and that 
as the interstate commerce commission 
has permitted Mr. Morgan and Mr. 
Perkins to express an opinion respect- 
ing Mr. Gates' methods or ability as a 
railroad owner, therefore the same 
privilege and opportunity be liven to 
him, so that he may put upon the rec- 
ord not only;his own defense,-but also 
some of his opinions and some matters 
of hitherto unrecorded history. 


There are some men of experienco 


doing business in the vicinity of Wall 
street in the traditional and somewhat 
commonplace way who have been 
moved by the tendency to accept the 
estimate of Mr. Gates which Mr. Mor- 
gan expressed to make certain some 
comparisons. 


First of all they" say "that there was 


nothing in law or, so far as they know, 
in the morals of Wall street which for- 
bade Mr. "Gates, if he had the audacity 
and ability, to take advantage, if he 
cared to, of an opportunity made pos- 
sible by a strange piece either of care-

unmindful of the fact that this is the 
day when the eyes of the great specu- 
lators are microscopic, had left a loop- 
hole of which any one who possessed 
resources and daring could, take ad- 
vantage and of which it is probable 
several seasoned operators whose ex- 
perience and training are not of the 
so called western sort would have tak- 
en advantage had they not been occu- 
pied with many other things. 


Mr. Gates had the resources. That is 


to any, he knew where he could borrow 
and to whom he could turn for accom- 
modations, and he must have possessed 
large amounts of cash. He knew, too, 
that the directors of the Louisville and 
Nashville had been. selling 50,000 
shares of that stock practically short.

On the other hand, according to this 
reasoning, those who bought the Bur- 
lington and Afterward organized the 
Northern Securities corporation were 
in perfect sympathy with the moral or 
business code, but are believed by the 
federal and state authorities to have 
violated the statutory laws. 


Mr. Gates was accused of having iaid 


that after he obtained possession of 
the Louisville and Nashville he pro- 
posed to declare large dividends and 
then unload his stock upon the public. 
While it must .be said that not at any 
time in the career of Mr. Morgan or 
of any of the banking houses of which 
he is the chief partner has a code of 
that kind been tolerated, nevertheless 
it is a code which has been winked at 
over and over again in Wall street. 


Mr. Gates is a great man, a worthy 


general, a satisfactory leader, or the 
reverse, according to the point of view. 
There is a suspicion here that some of 
the shafts of criticism which have been 
leveled at him by others who have 
been playing the game just as he has 
done have been inspired by the fact 
that Mr. Gates has been able by a sin- 
gle maneuver that required courage, 
ability and detailed knowledge to plan 
and carry out an attack which netted 
him in the course of a few months a 
proBt possibly as much as* $7,000,000, 
possibly as little as $5,000,000. It is 
still the opinion of many who have 
looked askance at Mr. Gates since he 
came to New York that the day is com- 
ing when be will recollect amid the 
ashes of disappointment and complete 
defeat the triumphs of bis little day. 


Not so, however, do those who know 


Mr. Gates predict. 
They are of the 


opinion that the man who was able to 
lay down the fundamental principles 
upon which the steel trust organization 
was based possesses abilities which are 
greater than those of the mere opera- 
tor. It Is said of him that he -is in- 
stinctly a. magnificent gambler in se- 
curities or properties, and that 4he 
greater the risk, provided it be coupled 
with equally great possibilities, then 
the greater the temptation. But it has 
usually been discovered that Mr. Gates 
is one of those so called Wall street or 
Stock Exchange gamblers who do not 
venture to play games unless they are 
sure of their cards. His code as a spec- 
ulator justifies large wagers upon what 
he deems a sure thing. He Is more 
than a mere speculator, since he creates 
bis opportunities.

They could not make a good delivery of 
it until a month had passed. Therefore 
Mr. Gates did something which secret- 
ly, irresistibly, although unconfessed- 
ly, every great operator in New York 
city has been compelled to admire. He 
rushed in with a sudden, impetuous 
charge, captured all tbe Louisville and 
Nashville stock that was obtainable, 
bought more and was in a position to 
demand delivery of tbe stock which 
could not be delivered, and that meant 
a corner. 


Now, if the directors of tbe Louis- 


ville and Nashville had in the first 
place exercised the prudence which is 
deemed to be essential for the manage- 
ment of a great railway system they 
would not have sold' 50,000 shares un- 
less they had them or knew where they 
could get them. So. in this compari- 
son, which has been made between Mr.

The Old Helrlooiu That Succored an 


Expiring: Champion or Juntice—,. 
Nominee For I'rewldmt Who Wan 
Ready to Do a Little Sh> locking. 
For eight years I wri-stled with the 


difficult task of maintaining a labor 
paper. Nearly fifteen yeuns ago I gave 
up the game, but while 1 live I shall re- 
member Borne of the experiences of 
those eight years. I was younger then 
than I am now and was full of fight, 
which was well, as it Mas a constant 
battle. The fighting vasu't what wor- 
ried me; it was the habit I, with other 
labor editors, got into of running short 
of ammunition. It isn't so hard a job 
now, and I am delighted to know that 
there are labor papers today that make 
themselves and their editors a good liv- 
ing. 


It may not be amiss for me to relate 


two episodes in my career as a labor 
newspaper proprietor. They may tend 
to prevent the millionaire labor editors 
of today from becoming too confident, 
and there may be those in whose pres- 
ent day experiences will he found simi- 
lar hardships that will strike a re- 
sponsive chord. The pair of incidents 
are, in a way, related because of tlie 
fact that a watch figured iu each. The 
maia point to the stories is, however, 
that they depict two kinds of reform- 
ers—the two extremes. 


During the six years that I owned 


and edited the Labor Enquirer of Den- 
ver I had many ups and downs, with 
the downs always a little ahead in the 
score. About every so often I would 
reach a point beyond which it seemed 
impossible for me to go. With my pock- 
ets empty, rny accounts at the paper 
store and the pressroom as large as 
the owners of those establishments 
•were willing to allow them to become, 
it was sometimes a gloomy prospect. It 
was usually tbe case that I had been 
for weeks before reaching this last 
ditch setting all my own type, not be- 
ing able to employ compositors. In 
those times the Labor Enquirer, which 
was an advocate of the eight hour day, 
failed to practice what it preached. Six- 
teen hours a day was the rule I worked 
under then. 


Why didn't I give up the apparently 


impossible task of trying to make a la- 
bor paper go? Well, ifyon don't know 
•why I stuck to the hopeless undertak- 
ing you have never been an enthusiast 
or bunked with a man who was one. 
Probably you will say I was a fool, and 
maybe I was, but I wouldn't exchange 
the remembrances I have of those days 
for a great deal. You must know that-I 
•was not the only one making sacrifices 
for "the cause."' There were men, and 
Tromen, too,'-who gave much more than 
they could spare' time and again to help 
get the paper out. If. I was a fool, 
what were they? Let me tell you what 
they were: They we;e of those whom 
we call the salt of the earth, the bravest 
and truest men and vc cmen I have ever 
known. They loved humanity and were 
willing to naake any sacrifice within 
their power to improve the condition of 
their fellow men. They might hav* 
been mistaken in their choice of a way 
in which to put forth their efforts, but 
their hearts were sound if their judg- 
ment was at fault 


It is about one of these true souls, 


God love him, that I am going to tell 
you now. He was only an ordinary 
workingman, a clerk in a notion store, 
and his salary—save the mark—was but 
$10 a week. He was a member of an 
assembly of the Knights of Labor, and 
while he received no help from organi- 
zation, the clerks not being organized 
at that time, he was a stanch defender 
of trades unionism and every form of 
labor combination or social reform. He 
was a great believer in education as an 
important agency for the emancipation 
of the wage slave and thought that a 
paper devoted to the cause was abso- 
lutely essential to the progress of the 
movement in every community. On 
half a dozen occasions lie had saved the 
Enquirer from death by a ^contribution 
from his meager stoic of funds, but it 
is of one particular time that I want to 
tell you. 


He came into the little back room I 


called my office one day and found me 
in the grasp of the "blue devils." It 
was a case of thorough dejection. I 
was done to a turn—not a dime in my 
pocket, not a sheet of white paper at 
tbe printer's that I could call my own 
and my account up to tbe limit at tbe 
paper warehouse. 


"I'm flattened out »!iis time beyond 


resuscitation," I said in answer to bis 
question, and I explained the situation 
to him, as I had done many times be- 
fore. 


He stood for a minute thinking, then 


said: "I am broke, too. but I've got an 
idea. Keep a stiff 
ler of an hour, and I 
out he went.

Now let me tell you about the other 


follow, und I won't tell you his name, 
either. If you <-a» KUOSS 'It, all right, 
but don't wabie a postage stamp ask- 
ing me to nay whether your guess is 
right or not. 


In January, 1887, I went to Chicago 


and started a labor paper, which I 
called the Chicago Enquirer. There 
wasn't any particular reason why I 
should stick to that word Enquirer, but 
I did it, nevertheless. 
For about six 


months I owned both the Denver and 
Chieajro papers, when I sold (?) the for- 
mer. 
In Chicago I went through the 


same experiences that had been mine 
for six years in Denver, but the misery 
didn't extend over so long a period, or 
I probably wouldn't be alive to tell the 
tale today. 


In September, 188S, after several 


sinking spells, interspersed with tem- 
porary rallies, I found myself face to 
face with the hardest proposition of 
my career as a labor editor. 
You see 


the labor men and' women of Chicago 
were not so foolish as the little party 
which had backed me up for so long in 
Denver. Another attack of the "blue 
devils," and a bad one this time. 


As I sat alone in my little shop a vis- 


itor entered. This was a man not un- 
known to fame, though, truth to say, he 
was one whose greatness was the result 
of a thrust. He was not liorn that way, 
nor had he achieved greatness. He was, 
or thought he was, a social reformer of 
a certain school, ami— now don't sneer, 
for I am telling you the truth- lie was 
the nominee of the adherents of that 
school fur president of the United 
States. 


In the course of tup conversation be- 


tween my visitor and myself he made 
known that lie had called to secure the 
support of my influential (':) journal in 
his candidacy for the chief magistracy 
of the nation. There was nothing to do 
but to tell him the truth about the finan- 
cial condition of the paper. This I pro- 
ceeded to do. I informed him that there 
was nothing left to me but a mort- 
gaged plant, that my money was all 
gone and that I had nothing Teft upon 
which to realize, that all of my wife's 
little trinkets hail goiie to the pawn- 
shop and that all she had left was a 
gold watch which I had given her as a 
Christmas present some years before 
and that she and I had been tempted to 
pawn that to get out one more issue of 
the paper. 


My visitor remained for -half an hour 


or more, and as be was about ready to 
go he remarked: 


"I guess I can let you have the money 


to get out another issue, and something 
may turn up in a few days to put you 
on your feet again."' 


Full of hope in a minute— my beset- 


ting sin in those days— 1 jumped to my 
feet and cried: '-'Will you? Bully for 
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He Telli of i Dream That Led 
to Startling Result! G{a0ti£i 
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But in the next minute you could 


have knocked me down with a feather. 
for this savior, not only of my poor 
little paper, but of the enslaved and dis- 
inherited toilers of the land, turned to 
me and asked, with the caution of the 
idea! Shylock: 


"Have you got the watch here?" 
He wanted me to put up my wife's 


watch as security. Did I do it? you ask. 
My oldest child is carrying that watch 
today, ami I don't think he would be 
if it had ever gone into the hands of 
the gentleman who wanted to be presi- 
dent of the United States. 


Tbe Chicago Labor Enquirer never 


appeared again, and Benjamin Harri- 
son was elected president. There may 
not have been any close relationship 
between these two facts. 


I hope you'll meet this man in a bet- 


ter world, too. and, as he didu't reach 
\Vashingtou, he has a chance.

BRANDS OF CHEESE. 


GtoFKonzola !»"» Cheese to Sircar by, 


LitnlmrKer to Swear At. 


Each country has its favorite cheese. 


The Swiss make the Gruyere cheese, 
known more generally in >this country 
as Schweitzefkase. It is made of goats' 
milk and is full of holes caused by the 
gases in fermentation. The cheese is 
imitated, but never equaled, here. Tic 
typical English -cheese is the Cheddar, 
first made in the English^ town after 
which it is named. It is very like 
American cream cheese. Chesire is an- 
other favorite Engli&h cheese, while the 
fashionable cheese of the day is Stilton, 
a cheese which defies imitation. Sage 
cheese, first uw.de in England, is no«' 
made the woild over. Its distinguish- 
ing characteristic is the flavoring and 
coloring of saga, parsley, spinach and 
iparigold leaves bruised and steeped. 


Brie is a popular French soft cheese, 


and Camenihert,'-originating in Kor- 
inaiidy, is another. These cheeses are 
cured in ca\es where the temperature 
never rises above 12 to 14 degree?. 
They are ready for marketing in May 
and November. ^Roquefort, a celebrated 
French cheese, is made from the min- 
gled milk of goats and sheep that 
browse on the thyme clad banks of the 
Arno, in western France. These cheeses 
are also ripened in caves, but the tem- 
perature is kept at 40 degrees. 


Akin to the Roquefort cheese is that 


called Gorgonzola, made in Italy after 
similar processes. It is milder than 
Roquefort and not quite so good, but it 
is sold much cheaper. Another Italian 
cheese, the Parmesan, is very hard, and 
is usually grated. It is oftenest used 
with macaroni. Another curious Italian 
cheese is the Cacciocavello, or horse 
cheese, which is delicious, and im- 
proves with -age. It is cured in the skins 
used in making sausages and conies in 
curious, sausagelike shapes. 


Limburger cheese, so beloved by the 


Germans, originated in Belgium. It is 
extraordinarily rich, being allowed to 
ripen to putrefaction; hence its horrify- 
ing odor in unaccustomed nostrils. 
Some persons have a saying, "Gorgon- 
zola is a cheese'to swear by, Limbur- 
ger to swear at" From Holland coine 
the Edam and the pineapple, both made 
in cleanly manner and very popular. 
It is written in history that tbe Dutch 
used their round, cannon ball like 
Edam chesses to shoot out of their can- 
non when the Swedes were- besieging 
Amsterdam.—Philadelphia North Amer- 
ican.
